Government economy and pro- 
perty tax relief were major topics 
of Governor Ronald Reagan’s In- 
augural address yesterday morn- 


ing. 

The new Chief executive ex- 
pounded his ideas for California’s 
future in a 3,000 word speech 
before crowds assembled at the 
West entrance to the Capitol. 

Reagan presented general 
ideas on such subjects as crime, 
appointment of judges, porno- 
graphy, welfare, education, labor 
unions and other issues. 

The former actor said his 
specific legislative program con- 
cerning the state’s finances will 
be spelled out later. 

He said that a $400 million 
revenue gap, plus funding for 
proposed property tax relief, will 
produce a deficit of $750 million 
in the coming year. 


‘We are going to squeeze 
and cut and trim until we pro- 
duce the cost of government,’’ 
Reagan promised. ‘‘It won’t be 
easy, nor will it be pleasant, and 
it will involve every department 
of government, starting with the 
governor’s office.’’ 


According to Reagan he and 
his new finance director, Gordon 
Smith, concur that new taxes 
will be proposed only if it be- 
comes certain that economies 
alone cannot balance the budget. 


The governor asserted that the 
current budget is being balanced 


by a change in accounting 
methods. 

“Very simply, it was just 
another one-time windfall — 


a gimmick that solved nothing 
but only postponed the day of 
reckoning,’’ he claimed. ‘‘We 
are financing the 12 month 
spending with 15 months’ 
income.’’

Kitt held a U.S, Flag, gift of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, while Ed- 
monds carried the California 
State Flag, a present from Sgt.

Howell carried the Bear Flag 
with him during battles in Viet 
Nam and gave it to Reagan dur-

Concert Choir, College Chorus 
To Perform In Little Theatre 


“Fantasy on London Street 
Cries” will begin a ‘Concert 
Choir and College Chorus’’ pro- 
gram conducted by Louis Clayson 
with the Symphony Orchestra 
conducted by John Lewis, Thurs- 
day, January 12, at 8:15pminthe 
Little Theatre. 

Until about 150 years ago in 
London and other English cities, 
as well as on the Continent, mer - 
chandise was sold chiefly in the 
streets, There were few stores, 
but many street markets. Some 
merchants had permanent stands, 
but “‘roving’’ merchants were in 
the majority. These hawkers of- 
fered their wares through loud 
cries, handed down from each 
generation in the same manner 
as folk songs. 

The present work is called a 
“fantasy,” a term ordinarily 
used only for strictly instrumen- 
tal compositions of that time, 
especially pieces of imitative 
character which, like the ‘‘ricer- 
care,’’ synonymous with “‘fan- 
tasy,’’ belonged to the history of 
the development of the fugue. 

The instrumental part of the 
‘Street Cries,” is ‘‘In nomine,”’ 
an ancient form of fantasy char- 
acterized by a chorale melody 
which runs through the entire 
composition, the values of the 
notes being materially extended. 
That the ‘‘Hymn to the Trinity” 
was used as a basis fora secular 
composition such as this ‘‘Fan- 
tasy on the Street Cries,” is a 
peculiarity of Orlando Gibbons, 
the composer, which should not 
surprise us when we consider 
with what unconcern secular texts 
and melodies were universally 
used as the basis even for masses 
in those days. 

The ‘‘Gypsy Songs, Opus 103,”’ 
were set by Johannes Brahms 
from the Hungarian of Conrat in 
“nh 
1887 and published in 1888, He 
scored them for mixed voices 
with piano forte accompaniment, 

The ‘‘Zigueneriieder’” have 
touches of local color, but the 
general atmosphere is essential- 
ly that of Brahms, often remini- 
scent of the finales of the four

3000 Scholarships 
To Be Awarded By 
Air Force ROTC 


The Air Force ROTC program 
recently announced that they will 
reward scholarships to 3,000 
cadets in its four year program. 

The scholarships will take 
effect in the 1967-68 school year 
and will be given to qualified 
sophomore, junior and senior 
cadets at over 140 colleges and 
universities that engage in the 
ROTC program, 

Scholarships will cover the 
cost of full tuition, fees, labora- 
tory expenses, and an allowance 
for books, Cadets will aiso re- 
ceive a non-taxable $50 per 


month. 
Applicants are selected on the 


basis of scores achieved on the 
Air Force Officer Qualifying 
Test, a grade average of at least 
2.5 on a 4,0 scale and a rating 
from an interview board com- 
posed of institutional officials and 
Air Force ROTC staff officers. 

The names of scholarship 
nominees are then forwarded to 
Air Force ROTC headquarters 
for fiaal selection, Those select- 
ed are officially notified by the 
Commandant of Air Force ROTC, 

Air Force ROTC scholarships 
were authorized by the ROTC 
Vitalization Act of 1964. Since 
passage of the Act, two thousand 
scholarships have been awarded, 
The Air Force plans to have 5,500 
scholarships in effect by 1970.

AFFECTING ORGANIZATIONS 


Several statutes which affect 
the activities of campus organi- 
zations have recently been passed 
by the Board of Directors, 

One of these new regulations 
has changed the procedure for 
gaining approval of fund raising 
events, Organizations must now 
apply to the Associate Dean of 
Students for Activities and Hous- 
ing at least two days prior to the 
date for the fund raising event to 
begin, Previously, requests had 
to be made at least a week inad- 
vance, 

Requests for fund raising 
activities which are competitive 
with activities of the Hornet 
Foundation shall be registered at 
least one week before the date 
the fund raising activity will com- 
mence, 

The new two-day rule does 
not apply to concessions, The 
rules governing applications for 
and granting concessions are out- 
lined ina separate statute, Copies 
of these regulations are available 
in the Board of Directors office 
to interested clubs.

registration of social events has 
also been revised, A club must 
now submit petitions for regis- 
tering social events at least two 
days in advance of the event, with 
the signature of the highest rank- 
ing officer of the sponsoring 
organization. 

Events scheduled for Friday, 
Saturday and/or Sunday must be 
scheduled no later than the pre- 
vious Wednesday, Organizations 
residing in college-approved 
housing which desire to hold 
social events in the housing units 
in which they live are not re- 
quired to register such events; 
the highest ranking officers of 
the respective organizations, or 
persons designated by the highest 
ranking officers, shall be respon- 
sible for the conduct of the activ- 
ity. 

An amendment to the statute 
governing responsibility ior 
social events has made an organ- 
ization, through its officers, re- 
sponsible for the conduct of social 
activities which it sponsors, 

According to this revised rule, 
at a social event where both men 
and women will be present, a 
chaperone may attend, if desired 
by the organization sponsoring 
the event, but will no longer be 
required. 

In legislation in another area, 
the BOD has added a provision to 
the statute dealing with the Gen- 
eral Fund which provides that the 
ASSSC Treasurer must report 
monthly to the BOD, the income 
and/or expenditures of the Gen- 
eral Fund, and any other informa- 
tion about the General Fund which 
he deems proper. 

The ASSSC Special Projects 
Fund will be administered in the 
same manner as the General 
Fund, except that no expenditure 
may be made from the Special 
Projects Fund without specific 
approval of the BOD,

In early season play, 
the Renoans didn’t fare too well, 
but neither did the Hornets, 


However, there have beena few 
bright spots (which is what a lot 
of people were seeing last Sun- 
day morning). Walt Slider and 
Maury Costa, a pair of sopho- 
more guards, each turned in sev- 
eral outstanding performances, 
along with Mike Syas, a veter- 
an performer, who made the All- 
Tournament team inthe Chicc In- 
vitational. 


RECAPPED 

Since there’s no other way to 
do it, we might as well take the 
Hornet holidays chronologically: 

The Green and Gold started 
out by traveling to Fullerton for 
the Kris Kringle Klassic which 
was played the weekend before 
Christmas, 


Los Angeles State, the pre- 
tourney favorite and the most 
powerful team in the three day 
event, was SSC’s first opponent 
and proceeded to bomb the Hor- 
nets, 104-93. The Diablos, who 
led all the way, had a 54-43 
margin at the half. Greg Reed top- 
ped the SSC scorers with 23 
points while Syas had 18, Marsh- 
all Daniels 13, and Costa and Jim 
Coddington 12 each. Little All- 
America candidate Joe Davis top- 
ped the winners with 41 and Gary 
Smith threw in 26. 


DOWN CHAPMAN 
The next night, SSC came 
back to eke out a 75-74 win over 
Chapman College (the best team 
in Chapman, Calif.) and advance 
to the consolation finals against 
Western Washington. 


Washington beat the Green 
and Gold, 74-54, to take the con- 
solation crown and leave SSC in 
sixth place. The northerners led 
by six at the half, 31-25, and 
then pulled away in the second 
half for the big margin. Costa 
topped the locals with 13 points, 





Reed had 12, and Syas 11, Mike 
Clayton led the victors with 20 
points, 

PULL UPSET 

Then the Hornets came home 
for one more try before the holi- 
days—this time against Fresno 
State, a perennial California Col- 
legiate Athletic Association 
power but a team that was 2-3 
entering the SSC game, The Hor- 
nets 85-77 win was more sur- 
prising than the Honda 250 that 
great-grandmother Maude got for 
Christmas. It was tied 39 all 
at the intermission but Slider’s 
free tosses in the closing min- 
utes clinched the upset. Costa 
again topped the winners with 20 
points, 

CHICO TOURNEY 

Then, on the 28th of Decem- 
ber, it was up to Chico for the 
Chico Invitational. The Hornets 
opened against Willamette, which 
was 5-0 entering the three day 
tourney, SSC wonits second upset 
in a row, 83-76, after breaking 
a 46-46 halftime tie, Costa’s 26 
points was the high-water 
mark for an individual Hornet 
this season, Syas followed with 
22 points and Ken Stewart had 
20. 

But from there it was all down- 
hill, The aext night, SSC took 
on Southwestern Missouri and 
came out on the short end of a 
90-82 score to the eventual tour- 
nament winners. Missouri led by 
12, 47-35, at the halfway mark, 
Syas topped the losers with 24 
points while Reed had 15 and 
Costa 14, 


CHOKE TO CHICO 

Then SSC dropped a 78-65 
decision to Chico State in the 
consolation finals, Slider had 16 
to lead the Hornets while Reed 
canned 17, 

Last Tuesday, the Green and 
Gold traveled to Fresno State for 
a return match with the Bulldogs, 

Five Fresno Staters scored in 
double figures to lead the Bull- 
dogs to a 114-69 cakewalk over 
the Hornets. Jack Kennedy led the 
parade of Bulldog scorers with21 
points. He was followed by Ron 
Riegle and Jerry Maloney with 
18 apiece, 

Maury Costa led the Hornets 
with 14 points,

With the Hornets fresh from a pair of unspectacular showings 
at the Kris Kringle Klassic in Fullerton, andthe Chico State Invitational 
basketbal! tournament, most SSC cage fans are already beginning to say, 
“Wait ‘til next year.’’ 

But for you basketball enthusiasts whose enthusiasm has already 
been dimmed by the mediocre showing of the Green and Gold so far, 
a word of advice: DON’T wait ‘tilnext year! There’s not much relief in 
sight. 

NO PATSIES 

No one caii accuse SSC Athletic Director John Baker of scheduling 
a bunch of preseason patsies to help the Hornets begin the ‘67-"68 
season with a winning record, In fact, he’s done just the opposite. 

As a part of ihe policy of Dr, Robert Johns, SSC’s new president, 
that each team will tafe at least one trip each year, the Hornets will 
open next year’s campaign in Houston, Texas, against the University 
of Houston Cougars. 

IN TOP TEN 

The Cougars are currently one of the top ten college basketball 
teams in the country, fourth or fifth from the top, depending on the wire 
service you choose, They also rate as a very definite threat to UCLA 
and defending NCAA champion Texas Western when playoff time rolls 
around, 

Of course, that’s THIS year’s team, 

However, NEXT year, Houston coach Guy V. Lewis will have most 
of the troops back to play in the Cougars’ yet-uncompleted 12,000 seat 
field house, Oh yes — there are a few promising frosh and junior 
college players to add to this foreboding picture for the Hornet’s season 
opener. 

BIG E 

One of the biggest reasons that Houston has been able to compile 
a 9-1 record so far this year is Elvin (Big E) Hayes, the Cougars’ 6-8 
center. Hayes, only a junior, averaged 27 points and 17 rebounds per 
game as a sophomore last year, And this year he’s doing even better. 

Hayes is currently scoring at a 28.4 points per game clip, 
fourth beSt in the nation. He’ll be in the starting lineup next year 
when the Cougars square off against SSC in the season opener for 
both clubs, 

GIANTS 

Of course, Hayes isn’t alone. Houston boasts ten players who 
measure 6-5 or better. 

The Big E and his crew of shock troopers have been stirring 
up a bigger ruckus in the Southwest than rene Hickman at a meeting 
of the Taxpayers’ League. The Cougars are rated by Sports Illustrated 
as the second best team in the region, topped only by the defending 
NCAA champs. 

And for Houston, basketball notoriety came a little too soon, The 
Cougars have been playing their home games in Delmar Field House, 
13 miles distant from the Houston campus, 


GOLF DOMINATES 

Up to now, golf has been the number one sport at Houston, The 
Cougars have begun a tradition of producing some fine professionals 
in the past few years, In fact, you almost have to be a pro to make the 
team. 

The school record for 18 holes is 55, which is some pretty fair 
country golf. Houston is just about the only school around where a 
golfer can shoot par and be cut from the team. 

But on the hardcourt, its just been inthe last two or three years 
that the Cougars have received any notoriety at all, But when fame and 
success finally did arrive, it came like a landslide, 


BEAT USF, ST, MARY’S 

But now the Cougars are riding high, with their only loss so far 
this season to Michigan, They’ve handled such local teams as the 
University of San Francisco and St. Mary’s without too much trouble, 
USF feli 96-74, and the Gaels were blown out of the gym by 20 or 30 
points, 

Houston can literally kill a team on the boards, In their loss to 
Michigan, the Cougars grabbed 80 rebounds, 

Melvin (The eadel Bell, Housten’s 6-7 forward, helps the Big E 
with the rebounding chores — as does Don (The Duck) Chaney, a 6-5 
guard, Leary (The Tree) Lentz helps out with the chores once in a 
while, too, And both The Savage and Big E weigh 240 pounds apiece, 


NEW BLOOD 
Next year, Houston will pick up a pair of ball players who 
certainly won’t hurt the squad any, The Savage’s younger brother, 
Carlos (a 6-4, 220 pound junior college transfer), is slated to join the 
team, So is Mars (The Planet) Evans, a 6-10 freshman, 
A few days after the contest between the Hornets and Houston, 
SSC will travel to Colorado State, State is the team that gave UCLA 
a scare about a week ago, losing by just 84-74 to the top ranked Bruins, 
Then, the Green and Gold will get a “‘breather’’, of sorts, when 
they wot to meet the Universtiy of Wyoming Cowboys, Wyoming is 
only a dark horse in the Big Sky Conference this year, There’s no 
telling about next year. 
Of course, there’s always the bright side of the picture, The 
Hornets couldn’t do much worse than they’ve done so far this year.

All the action in the All- 
American indoor track and field 
games isn’t confined to the world 
and national stars and record 
breakers who participate in the 
featured 13 invitational events, 

Another 141 athletes will com- 
pete in an additional 10 events on 
the Cow Palace’s fast plywood 
track January 7. They range from 
multi-world recordman Tommie 
Smith, who will compete in the 
open mile relay for San Jose 
State, to the pony-tailed 8-and 
9-year-old girls who will run in 
an age-group relay. 

There will be a two mile, 
60-yard high hurdles, a sprint 
medley relay for the high school- 
ers; 880 and sprint relay for 
women; sprint medley relay for 
junior collegians; open mile 
relay; girls age-group sprint re- 
lay; a new 35-lb. weight throw; 
and the ever-popular Devil- 
Take -the-Hindmost Mile, 

Attracting almost as much 
attention as the major invitational 
events is the Gerry Lindgren 
National Invitational High School 
Two Mile Championships — 2 
big name for a race dedicated to 
the little distance ace who got his 
start inthis meet three years ago, 
It has attracted a field of 12 
runners, including three from the 
Eastern U,S,, three from the Bay 
Area, and six from other parts 
of California, 

Lindgren made his indoor and 
big time track debut in San Fran- 
cisco in late 1963 and went on to 
make the U.S, Olympic team in the 
10,000 meters at the age of 17, His 
9:00 clocking is the meet record 
which is in danger and he also 
holds the arena and national prep 
mark indoors at 8:40,0. 


A new event on the program is 
the 35-lb, weight throw which will 
be part of a western indoor meet 
for the first time, The event which 
is considered excellent winter 
competition for 16-lb, hammer 
throwers, will be contested out- 
doors at Stanford University at 
noon on the 7th. 


Undoubtedly the most popular 
of the special events is the Devil 
Mile, Eleven milers start but 
only three finish as the trailing 
runner is required to drop out at 
the end of each 160-yard lap

In SSC Affairs Stressed By CC 


College Council this week ap- 
proved recommendations to seat 
students on numerous all- college 
committees and to take other 
steps to more meaningfully in- 
volve students in the affairs of 
the College. 

However, the faculty-adminis- 
tration group which serves as a 
recommending body to the Col- 
lege President, referred the mat- 
ter of student representation on 
the College Council itself to its 
committee on reorganization of 
the college. 

Upon the recommendation of an 
ad hoc committee chaired by 
Leonard Cain, professor of so- 
ciology, two students will be made 
voting members of the follow- 
ing College Committees: 

Arboretum, audio-visual, 
campus planning, campus safe- 
ty, commencement, educational 
policies, enrollment, future col- 
lege teachers, homecoming co- 
ordination, honors program, in- 
ternational students, library, 
scholarships, fellowships, 
awards and loans, student advis- 
ing, and television and radio. 

The students are to be se- 
lected by the ASSSC in a man- 
ner deemed appropriate by the 
ASSSC, 

Students may be included when 
individual student cases are con- 
sidered in the following four 
committees: 

Academic standards, faculty 
personnel, general education, and 
graduate progress. 

The Council voted retention 
of only faculty membership on 
the following College Commit- 
tees: 

Budget, committee on com- 
mittees, credential candidates, 
electronic data processing, fac-

The Council also approved ex- 
ploration with the ASSSC of the 
prospects of establishing the of- 
fice of student ombudsman, who 
would receive complaints from 
Students, faculty and citizenry, 
and seek to translate the com- 
plaints into policy recommenda- 
tions for consideration by the 
College Council, 

Another recommendation of 
the Cain committee, approved by 
the Council, was the removal 
of ‘‘de facto’’ secrecy from most 
of the deliberations of College 
Committees by publicly announc- 
ing meetings in rooms which 
can accomodate observers and 
posting minutes of meetings. 


Instruction to the Committee 
on Committees to consider stu- 
dent membership on each new 
standing committee or ad hoc 
committee it may be called upon 
to appoint was another recom- 
mendation accepted by the Coun- 
cil, 

Finally, the Cain Committee 
urged encouragement to each de- 
partment of the college to pro- 
mote participation by students in 
certain deliberations of the de- 
partment, especially those re- 
lating to curriculum, and to pro- 
duce an atmosphere in which stu- 
dents will talk quite frankly and 
freely about their observations 
of, and aspirations for, the col- 
lege. Transmitting the recom- 
mendations which may emerge 
from discussion between de- 
partmental faculty and their stu- 
dent majors to the appropriate 
college committees is properly 
the responsibility of faculty, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The Cain report concluded, 
“It may be that these proposals 
shall not provide adequate means 
for the faculty to hear the voice 
of the student. But they provide 
a beginning.’’

ASSSC President Kit Oase is- 
sued the following statement on 
the Council’s action: 

“The action just taken by 
College Council demonstrates the 
faculty’s concern for a student 
voice in the affairs of the Col- 
lege.

Now that Ronald Reagan has been installed as the state’s 33rd 
governor with all the pomp and pageantyy of a Cecil B, de Mili2 
spectacular, time has come for him to put into practice the proposals 
which he has been promising for the past year. The biggest question 
now is, will he succeed? 

If history can be counted upon, Governor Reagan should have 
little trouble, indeed, great success, during his ‘‘honeymoon’’ session. 
That he must work with a Democratic Legislature should have only 
token bearing on his legislative success. Former Governor Edmund G, 
Brown admits that Reagan’s election was a ‘‘mandate of the people.’’ 
Assembly Speaker Jesse Unruh and Senate President Pro Tem’ Hugh 
Burns have said that they will let Reagan ‘‘carry the ball first.” This 
is only proper since 18 million people accepted his proposals when they 
chose the former actor for their governor. 

However, Ronald Reagan must guard against neglecting certain 
areas when he considers targets for legislative consideration. One of 
these areas is the state college system. Higher education in California 
advanced tremendously under Governor Brown. Governor Reagan also 
fully intends to devote much consideration to the University of Cali- 
fornia. In fact, Republican Assemblyman Car! Britschgihas a proposal 
before the legislature which would drastically alter the University 
structure. 

Britschgi’s bill will eliminate the Board of Regents as it is now 
set up. In its place the Legislature will appoint a Board of Trustees 
much like that which governs the state colleges. Britschgi says that 
this amendment to the state constitution would be a step toward elim- 
inating the ‘‘malcontents . . . and bums living off the State of Cali- 
fornia’? — a view shared by the new governor. But this is only a be- 
ginning. 

So, it is hoped that Reagan, in his endeavor to improve condi- 
tions on the university level, will not ignore a larger and more needy 
educational system — the California State Colleges.

NOTRE DAME, Ind, (1.P.) —

As for patriotism, I don’t think 
any reasonable definition of the 
word implies a blind approbation 
of everything the country ever 
did or does, A man who loveshis 
wife doesn’t necessarily condone 
her shop-lifting or slandering the 
neighbors, Similarly, it may be 
precisely out of a love of country 
that the students criticize our 
nation’s policies. 

Certainly, the students for 
whom the Viet Cong can do no 
wrong are intellectually at least 
as dishonest as the jingoistic 
patriots we have among us, But 
the situatior. will not be remedied 
by indoctri».tion in our schools 
as Mr. R:fferty seems to favor. 
The 1 important job of the 
college or university is to pro- 
mote habits of critical thinking. 
Only when the colleges succeed 
in this will the land be safe for 
democracy.
